REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Applicant 
claims a lithium-secondary-battery negative-electrode component material comprising: 
an electrically insulating substrate; a metallic lithium film formed onto said substrate; 
and an inorganic solid electrolytic film formed onto said metallic lithium film. 
In the prior art of record, Sudano et al., U.S. Pat. Application Pub. 2004/0126654, teach 
a lithium-secondary-battery negative-electrode component material comprising: an 
electrically insulating substrate; a metallic lithium film formed onto said substrate; and 
an inorganic solid electrolytic film formed onto said metallic lithium film. 
However, Applicant submitted an affidavit under 37 CFR 1 .131 establishing invention of 
the subject matter of claims 1-1 1 prior to the effective date of Sudano et al., 
demonstrating that the inventors completed and had possession of the present 
invention prior to the December 27, 2002 filing date of Sudano et al.
